but their Procefs I think weil agrees with ours, as 
it is curioufly defcribed and delineated by that Ex- 
celicnt Naturalift lAt.Reatimnr. They have a great 
Variety of this Tribe of Infc&s in America, as wcll 
as we have in Europe.
